Collection 

Valuable  Letters, 
\ri  Are  Included 

Russell  Library  at  Nor- 
thwestern State  University 
has  acquired  a  valuable 
collection  of  letters, 
manuscripts,  paintings,  maps 
and  personal  effects  of  the 
late  artist  and  naturalist  Miss 
Caroline    Dormon. 

Miss  Dormon  developed  the 
120-acre  virgin  forest  estate 
where  she  lived  near    Saline 
into     a     nationally-known 
biological  refuge.  The  estate, 
"Briarwood,"  was  left  in  her 
will    to  a  Natchitoches  trust. 
Donald      MacKenzie,   Nor- 
thwestern librarian,  said  the 
Dormon      Collection      was 
presented  to  NSU  by  Mrs.  A. 
G.  Lawton  of    Natchez,  La., 
executrix  of  the  estate. 

An  internationally 
recognized  botanist,  or- 
nithologist, horticulturist  and 
painter,  Miss  Dormon  was 
also  the  author  of  six  books, 
including  "Wild  Flowers  of 
Louisiana,"  published  in  1934, 
and  "Flowers  Native  to  the 
Deep  South,"  published  in 
1958. 

Miss  Dormon  was  an 
authority  on  irises,  and  she 
corresponded  with  iris 
growers  all  over  the  world, 
aewas  a  fellow  of  the  Royal 
Horticultural  Society  of 
London  and  was  the  first 
woman  in  the  United  States  to 
be  elected  an  Associate 
Member  of  the  Society  of 
American  Foresters. 

She  was  also  the  only 
woman  to  serve  on  the  Desoto 
Expedition  Commission, 
having  been  appointed  to  that 
position  by  President  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt  because  of  her 
vast  knowledge  of  American 
Indians. 

The  materials  acquired  by 

the  Northwestern  library 
include  an  extensive  amount 
of  correspondence,  both 
personal  and  professional, 
over  the  past  40  years,  a  large 
amount  of  photographic  and 
pictorial  materia]  and  her 
library  of  books  and 
periodicals. 

Also  included  in  the  col- 
lection re  numerous  pieces 
of  Indian  basket  work  and 
arrowheads.  The  collection 
makes  a  significant  addition 
to  the  research  capabilities  of 
the  Louisiana  Room  and 
Archives  Department  of  the 
NSU  library. 

MacKenzie  said  the 
collection  will  be  moved  in  the 
fall  to  the  new  NSU  library.

North  western's  Teacher 
Education  Center  is  featured 
in  an  article  in  the  current 
issue  of  Tone  magazine,  a 
national  quarterly  publication 
for  the  commerciaJ  building 
industry. 

Dr.  T.  P.  Southerland,  dean 
of  the  College  of  Education  at 
Northwestern,  said  the  article 
includes  five  photographs  of 
the  unique  educational 
facility.  Two  of  the  pictures 
which  appear  of  the  NSU 
building  are  in  full  color. 

Selected  as  one  of  the  top 
four  educational  facilities  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada, 
the  highly-acclaimed  building 
has  already  been  featured  in 
several  national  publications. 

The  $2  million  facility, 
which  was  opened  in  the  fall 
of  1970,  is  actually  four  round 
buildings  under  one  roof.  Two 
sections  of  the  sprawling 
structure  are  two-story. 

Tone,  in  the  multi^page 
feature,  points  out  that  the 
building  is  revolutionary  in 
design  and  appearance  and  is 
a   mult i -function  facility. 

Also  in  the  article  is  the  fact 
that  the  building  is  completely 
air-conditioned  and  carpeted 
and  consists  of  some  82,000 
square  feet  of  floor  area. 
Much  of  the  Tone  article  deals 
with  the  buildings 's  fur- 
nishings and  equipment, 
which  were  recommended  by 
the  most  advanced  research  in 
school  design. 

Contractor  for  the  building, 
which  was  begun  in  1968,  was 
Tudor  Construction  Company 
of  Alexandria.  The  center, 
consisting  of  more  than  180 
rooms,  was  designed  by 
DeKeyzer-Ponthie  and  Boutte 
of  Alexandria. 

Education  officials  says  the 
Tone  article  ,  say  the  Teacher 
Education  Center  adds  a 
fourth  dimension  to  education 
in  Louisiana.  In  addition  to 
lectures,  observation- 
participation  programs  and 
student  teaching  experience, 
the  center  makes  it  possible  to 
conduct  a  program  of  ex- 
perimental learning 
laboratories  for  research  and 
development  of  innovations  in 
teaching  and  learning.

Persons 
who  desire  to  attend  Nor- 
thwestern through  the  Fort 
Polk  center  may  schedule  a 
full  load  of  12  hours  during  the 
summer  term. 

Reed  said  the  new  day  class 
programs  will  not  interfere 
with  the  night  classes.  This 
summer,  both  graduate  and 
undergraduate  classes  will  be 
offered  two  nights  a  week  at 
Fort  Polk. 

The  new  classes  will  begin 
June  7  and  continue  through 
Aug.  2.  Costs  will  be  the  same 
as  for  classes  offered  on  the 
main  campus  at  Natchitoches. 
The  Fort  Polk  classes  will  be 
taught  by  regular  Nor- 
thwestern faculty  members.

George  Doherty,  defensive 
line  coach  at  Northwestern 
State  University  since  1967, 
has  been  elevated  to  the  post 
of  head  footbaU  coach,  ac- 
cordint^  to  NSU  President 
Arnold    R.  Kilpatrick. 

Doherty,    widely-known    in 
high     school     and     college 
coaching  ranks,     succeeds 
Glenn    Gossett.  who  resigned 
from  his  position     as     Nor- 
thwestern's    head  c-oach  and 
athletic  director  this  week  to 
enter    private  business. 

In  charge  of  the  defense  at 
luuisiana    Tech  for  10  years 
before    coming    to        Nor- 
thwestern.      Doherty    is 
recognized   as  one   of   the 
state's     most  capable 

recruiters. 

Before  going  to    liiuisiana 
Tech  in  1957.     Doherty  left 
indelible       marks   on    the 
football  programs  at  Stamps, 

Ark.,  and      Minden   High 
Schools,  winning  six  district 
championships  in  nine  years 
at  the   schools. 

A  native  of  Canton,  Miss., 
Doherty    began  his  coaching 
career  at  Stamps  in  1948  after 
four   years  as  a  professional 
football  player. 

Doherty  started  the  football 
program  at  Stamps,  which 
was  winless  in  10  games 
during  its  first  year  of  com- 
petition. Stamps  ran  up  a  9-2 
record  the  next  season  to  win 
the  district  championship. 

In  1950.  Doherty  led  the 
Stamps  team  to  another 
district  title,  winning  14 
straight  games  before  losing 
in  the  state  championship 
finals. 

Taking  over  at  Minden  in 
1951,  Doherty  inherited  a  team 
thai  had  won  only  one  game  in 
three  years.  After  a  4-6  record 
the  first  season,  Minden  went 
9-2  in  1952.  and  won  the  district 
championship  in  1953  with 
another  9-2  mark. 

Doherty  led  the  Minden 
team  to  a  1,1-1  record  and  the 
state  championship  in  1953. 
Mmdcn  won  the  district  title 
again  in  1955  with  an  8-2 
reaird  and  captured  the  state 
title  again  m  1956,  finishing  13- 
1.  Doherty's  six-year  record  at 
Minden  was  56  victories  and  14 
losses. 

In  the  10  years  that  Doherty 
handled  the  defense  at 
louisiana  Tech.  the  Bulldogs 
won  or  tied  for  the  Gulf  States 
Conference  championship  five 
times.  At  Northwestern,  his 
defense  has  established 
records  for  rushuig  defense 
for  a  single  game,  rushing 
defense  for  a  smyle  season 
and  rushing  defense  average 
per  game  for  a  season. 

In  his  five  years  as  defen- 
sive line  coach,  Doherty  has 
tutored  several  outstanding 
performers,  including 
AllConlerence  players  Walter 
Edler.  Uster  latino.  Mike 
Burrow.    Mace    Morris    and 

Gerald  Malley.

Six  records  established 
by  Doherty's  defensive  units 
at  Tech  still  stand,  including 
the  fewest  points  allowed  in 
one  season  -  48  in  1959. 

A     1944        graduate    of 
I.ouisiana      Tech,      Doherty 
received  his  master's  degree 
from      George       Peabody 
College   for  Teachers  in  1957. 

He  was  an  All-State  tackle 
at  Canton  High  School  and 
went  to  Tech  in  1939,  winning 
All -Conference  honors  with 
the  Bulldogs  in  the  early 
1940's  after  serving  a  hitch  in 
the    U.  S.  Anny. 

Signed  to  a  professional 
football  contract  with  the  old 
Brooklyn  Dodgers  of  the 
National  Football  League. 
Doherty  was  the  Rookie 
lineman  of  the  Year  in  the 
NFL  in  his  first  season. 

He  moved  to  the    Buffalo 
Bills    of  the     All-American 
Conference  in  1946  and  played 
for  two  seasons,  Doherty  was 
elected    team    captain    both 
years. 

Kilpatrick  said  in  an- 
nouncing Doherty's  ap-

Jerry  Arledge,  who  for  the 
last  three  years  has  been  a 
successful  defensive  line 
coach  at  Fair  Park  High 
School  in  Shreveport,  is  the 
newest  member  of  the  Nor- 
thwestern State  University 

football  coaching  staff. 

The  appointment  of  Arledge 
as  defensive  line  coach  at 
Northwestern  was  announced 
Wednesday  by  NSU  head 
coach  George  Doherty,  who 
created  the  job  opening  this 
spring  when  he  was  elevated 
to  head  coach. 

Arledge,  30,  is  familiar  with 
the  workings  of  college 
football  and  the  coaching 
situation  at  Northwestern. 

In  1967,  he  served  Nor- 
thwestern as  a  graduate 
assistant,  but  in  the  summer 
of  1968  he  joined  the  Demons 
full  time  as  defensive  and 
coach,  leaving  NSU  for  Fair 
Park  in  1969. 

'I'm  real  excited  that  I  can 
have  Jerry,"  said  Coach 
Doherty.  who  coached 
Arledge  when  he  was 
gathering  in  three  football 
letters  at  Louisiana  Tech . 
"He's  done  a  fine  job  at  Fair 
Park.  When  he  was  here  as  a 
graduate  assistant  and  later 
as  one  of  our  coaches,  he  had  a 
great  knowledge  of  the  game. 

He's  a  hard  worker  with  a 
great  personality  and  he  has 
the  ability  to  do  anything  he 
wants.  He's  a  tireless 
worker." 

While  Arledge  was  coaching 
the  defensive  ends  at  Fair 
Park,  the  Indians  won  the 
reputation  as  one  of  the  finest 
defensive  teams  in  District  l- 
AAAA. 

Fair  Park  led  District  1- 
AAAA  in  total  defense  in  1969 
and  1971  and  in  1970  it  ranked 
second  in  total  defense. 

Arledge  has  coached  three 
alLstate  and  all-Louisiana 
Prep  players  during  his  three 
years  at  Fair  Park. 

In  1%9.  he  coached  John 
King,  a  defensive  tackle  who 
signed  with  Louisiana  State 
Universitv.  In  1970 he  coached 
Charles  Battle,  who  signed 
with  and  was  a  part-time 
starter  this  year  for  the 
University  of  Colorado  . 

"Hiis  season .  he  coached  two 
outstanding  defensive 
players.  Chuck  Berry  and 
Eddie  Mahowski.  Berry 
signed  with  Uuisiana  Tech 
and  Mahowski  went  with 
Northwestern. 

Although  Berry  made  all- 
state  and  all-prep,  Arledge 
said.  "Mahowski  probably  has 
more  ability  than  Berry." 

Arledge  was  an  all-district 
guard  and  tackle  in  1959  at 
North  Caddo,  his  last  year  of 
high  school  football. 

He  then  went  to  Louisiana 
Tech  for  four  years,  where  he 
played  under  head  coach  Joe 
Aillet  and  Coach  Doherty.  who 
was  defensive  coach  at  that 
time.
